Cut Aid the West

the future unjust and unreasonable to 
the extent that they include more than 
one-half of the tncrease made effective 
Aug. 26, 1920; that the present rates on 
coarse grains will be, for the future, 
unjust and unreasonable to the extent 
that they may exceed rates 10 per 
cent less than those prescribed as just 
and reasonable on wheat. 


What Reductions Mean. 


In the western rate group, the in- 
crease made in the summer of 1920 
amounted to 35 per cent, and in the 
mountain and Pacific group 25 per 
cent. Under the commission’s ruling 
the rates on wheat and hay in effect 
prior to these increases will be 17% 
per cent in the western and 12% per 
cent in mountain and Pacific group. 
The reductions in the rates on coarse 
grain will be 10 per cent less than those 
on wheat. 

Estimates as to what these decreases 
will cost the railroads vary from $35,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000 a year.

“WHAT JAPAN THINKS.” 

K. K. Kawakami, author of several books inter- 
pretative of Japanese policy, has collected in a vol- 
ume titled “What Japan Thinks” a number of 


_ writings which, he says, were selected with an eye 


both to authority and genuiness of expression. 
They are so far as possible documents addressed 
by prominent Japanese to Japanese, not utterances 
designed for effect abroad. They are to represent 
the natural outgiving of the Japanese mind in cir 
cumstances inviting the greatest candor. 

Marquis Okuma writes of “ The Illusions of the 
White Race,” Baron Goto of “ The Japanese ' Ques- 
tion in America,” Vice Admiral Sato of “ Japan’s 
Navalism,” Premier Takashi Hara on “ Harmony 
Between East and West,” etc. There are articles 
by Japanese professors, historians, and publicists.

tiny... The line of Japanese thought runs along the 
line of pre-war German thought and it gets its ex- 
pression through the same agencies, the professor, 
the naval authority, the morals teacher, and the 
publicist who extols the superiority of breed, of 
international morals, and of the monarchical insti- 
tution.

Democracy, says a Japanese editor, makes a 
world that is safe only for crime, dishonesty in 


- government, and a waste and inefficiency that is 


appalling. The Japanese are united under a great, 


-. far seeing, and unselfish monarch. The Japanese 


navy is not directed’ at any other navy but is 
plasined and constructed to be consistent with the 
needs of Japanese life and development. Crumbling 
processes have begun all over the world, but not in 
Japan. | 
professor praises the watlike spirit and its 
service. Japan is to save her Asiatic neighbors 
from Europeans who despoil and degrade them. 


There must be-a free Asia with no foreign interfer- 


ence. The British and the Americans probably 
will fight, and in that case Japan must be prepared 
to use her naval and.other forces to swing the 
result of the war in the direction of her greatest 
interests. The United States is a military nation, 
only occasionally, in frank statements such as were 
made by Daniels, revealing its purpose. The United 
States applies its Monroe Doctrine to the Americas, 
but it violates the same doctrine in Asia. 


The international morality of British, French, 


Americans, etc., is bad. That of Japan is good. 


The United States denies equality and equity to the 
world’s purest breed, produced by the purest kultur. 
Its occupation of the Philippines is militaristic. Its 
opposition to Japanese expansion in Asia is an odd 
comment on its own expansion theré. | 


The league of nations refused to accept the doc- 
trine of race equality, but it will be pressed again 
and will have to be accepted. All races may not be 
equally intelligent as yet, but all are equal. Japan 
may become a Christian nation, but it will be Jap- 
anese Christianity created from the teaching of 


~ Christ himself, who can be understood by the Jap- 


eandid thought of the Japanese. 


anese because he was an Asiatic. It will not derive 
anything from white Christianity. 


. The foregoing is the general] tenor of the collec- 
tion of writings edited to reveal the intimate and

lying grievances are indicated. Probably they all 
resolve into one—the feeling that because of the 
white assertion of moral, intellectual, and social 
superiority Asia has been regarded merely as a 
field of exploitation. 

- The Japanese doctrine, which Americans must 
concede has an American counterpart, is that Asia 
4s for the Asiatics; also that it is Japan's duty and 
the privilege of her kultur to put the Asiatic on 
equa! footing with the white: 

The Washington conference is to try to turn the 
currents of thought and action into channels where 
they can be controlled. If the questions of the 
Pacific are left’ to take their own course it is diffi- 
cult to see how they could escape coming to vio- 
lence. 

It may be impossible for diplomacy to eradicate 
at once from the Japanese mind that Japanese civ- 
flization is regarded as iuferior. That is not true of 
the United States. If race equality meant, ag in 
its final test it generally means, the intermingling 
of races in marriage, there is no solution and could 
not be one which would not injure both races. 

If race equality means mutual courtesy, consid- 
eration, and friendliness, that is a condition which 
any two sensible peoples ought to be able to estab- 
lish. If peace between the United Stateg and Japan 
can be maintained by a ‘nonaggressive American 

; policy in Asia, that certainly can be guaranteed by 
America. We want free, peaceable relations with 


Asia and not territory or military control. 


The destinies of America and Japan have brought 

the two nations into contact and might bring them 

- imto conflict, but if there can be a temporary check 

for a term of years, as is possible in understanding 

and agreement, their destinies may take care of 
themselves naturally and without war. 


+ OUR DANGEROUS 
OUTSKIRTS. 


Theodore Roosevelt thought that if Germany won 
‘the war, the United States remaining out of it, the 
Germans would soon be entering the Caribbean. 
He did not believe that they would directly declare 
& war of retaliation and compensation upon Ameri- 
ca, but that they would provoke one by seizing 

“dslands or parts of Central or South American 
mainland. 

The German defeat transferred German colonies 
and German islands to the allies of the United 


States. A German victory might have transferred, 


many allied to Germany. It might 
have transferred the British West Indies to Ger- 
many. 


Germany certainly would have wanted Bermuda. 
If Roosevelt’s apprehensions were as truly pro- 
phetic as they were plausible and logical, Germany 
would have started a plan of expansion and coloni- 
,zation over here by getting a naval base. ° 

The United States, although in the winning com- 
bination, did not keep Japan from acquiring the 
German Pacific islands north of the equator and 
thus bottling up our own stronghold at Guam. 
There would havé been nothing to keep a winning 
Germany from acquiring Bermuda, and then Ameri- 
can troubles would have begun. 

A German fleet in St. George’s harbor would have 
changed the prospects of the United States, and 
unless America had declared war instantly nothing. 
could have prevented an enemy camping on the 
American doorstep. | 

There is.the danger of the transfer of a strategic 
island from a nation which is friendly to a nation 
which is not, and it will exist so long as naval bases 
along the American coast and American lines of 
communication are owned:in- Europe or Asia. 
When they change hands they change conditions. _ 

The United States was in a fine position to clean 
up the situation when it entered the war. If we 
had not been so beguiled by specious reasons for 
fightirig and had really understood that it was a. 
war of self-defense, we might have added to our 
defenses by making the transfer of British and 
French naval bases a part compensation for the 
American contribution to success, 

Our position is not so good now, but it is better 
than it will be later. The nations which own the 
naval bases could settle part of the debt to the 
United States and prove their good will by trans- 
ferring islands which are necessary to American 
defense. Tpat would not strip them of anything 
they need and it would give the United States 
what it does need. 


A RESERVOIR OF JOBS. | 


Out of the national conference on unemployment 
which has just finished its sessions in Washing- 
ton comes one finding of chief importance. It is 
that the present lack of employment is to a large 
extent a periodic evil, an expansion of the lesser, 
but similar, evil of seasonal occupation. 


It is clear that unempl6yment and business de- 
pression, employment and business prosperity, are 
closely related. They move in cycles. One is de- 
pendent upon the other. It is difficult to say with 
which lies the chief responsibility for tendencies 
upward or downward. But it is not difficult to 
conclude that if provision could be made in times 
of business prosperity to put brakes upon a busi- 
ness decline by providing specially to prevent un- 
employment wnen such decline starts, the progress 
of business would be much smoother, with fewer 
peaks and valleys, and much greater stability. 


Seasonal employment, offering a regular annual 
illustration of the disadvantages of such ups and 
downs, both for the employé and the employer, 
serves to make the point clear. Thus in the coal 
business, normally, demand falls off greatly in the 
spring and summer. months. The result is that 
the miners work perhaps a day or two a week. 
In order to bring their annual wage up to a 
living standard they demand a high price for this 
minimum of work. The railroads have many coal 
cars idle in the same period. They must pay for 
their investment and depreciation of this idle roll- 
ing stock, and they pay for it with high rates in 
the winter, when the demand is great. The opera- 
tors take their profit in the same way. If the pro- 
duction of coal could be made even throughout the 
year, the miner could obtain a mu greater an- 
nual income with less pay per day, the railroads 
could handle the coal*at a lower rate, and the 
operators arid dealers might make a fair profit at 
much lower prices. 


All that is just for illustration. In the same 
way,.if such periodic slumps as that which is now 
upon the country could be avoided by keeping up 
employment even artificially in times of depression, 
such periods would be less severe and extended. 
For instance, if the great demand for labor in 1919 | 
could have been reduced at that time and taken 
care of in 1921, there would be no serious depres- 
sion now. Of course that would be an ideal de- 
velopment, difficult to work out, but it is worth 
an effort. 

Thus the news that a committee of the recent 
conference has suggested that railroads,. public 
utilities, and other large employers of labor put 
aside financial reserves for expanding their busi- 
nesses in times of depression is good news. It is 
practical. By placing in reserve during prosperous 
periods 10 per cent of the annual amount spent 
for construction, employers would be able to tide 
over and possibly even to check periods of depres- 
sion. 

If no other constructive suggestion comes out 
of the conference, that one would be worth the 
time and expense involved if it is taken to heart 
and pushed along by those interested. A hopeful 
sign that it will be pushed is contained in the. 
authorization of Secretary Hoover to appoint a 
permanent committee to continue the work started. 
If it can thus develop a reservoir of jobs for the 
future, such crises as that through which we are 
now passing will be far less frequent in the future.

DYING FRANCE. 


HIS month a congress of doctors 

will meet at Bordeaux to discuss 

the case of a very sick patient. 

The sickness hag lasted a long 

time—almost 100 years. ‘Rhe patient js 

emaciated and the steady down@ard 

course indicates a fatal termination 

ithin 100 years unless something radical 

done. The patient is France and the 

consultation of physicians is the Na- 
tional Congress on Natality. 


France now has about 3,500,000 popu- 
lation less than it had ten years ago, 
not counting Alsace-Lorraine. In 1873 
the birth rate of France was congidera- 
bly above the death rate. At that time 
the population of France was not many 
millions below that of Germany. — 

The birth rate fell steadily while the 
death rate kept level, so that by 1889 
the population. was at a standstill. For 
twenty-five years, or until 1914, the two 
rates were about the same. Sometimes 
one was on top and sometimes the other. 
Since 1914 the birth rate has been much 
the lower. This low birth rate ten- 
dency has spread over France like a 
contagious disease. The disease ed 
in Normandy soon after 1800. By 1830 
the province of Garonne had caught it. 
By the middle of the last century the 
.Champagne and Marne districts had con- 
tracted it. It is now in nine-tenths of 
the provinces and has spread across the 
channel to England, to the neighboring 
cantons in Switzerland, and nearby pfrov- 
inces in Italy and Belgium. 


When Germany forced France to pay 
several billions indemnity in 1872, she 
struck at the life of the conquered coun- 


' try far harder than people realized. The 


Frenchmen economized to raise the 
money to pay. 

But unfortunately they economized in 
babies as well as dollars. The birth 
rate dropped. Will Germany likewise 
economize in babies in its effort to get 


the money to pay its conquerors and. 


thus weaken another great white na- 
tion? 

But not all of the decrease in the 
French birth rate is due to the Ger- 
man indemnity. Stowman, whose inter- 
esting study in the International Jour- 
nal of Public Health discusses family 
income, family wealth, the Napoleonic 
code and its tax on inheritances, racial 
decay, inherited disease, diseases caus- 
ing sterility, all in relatidn to birth rate, 
Says they are all factors, but no one 
is a dominating influence. 

He quotes Bertillon as saying the low 
birth rate of France is a voluntary ster- 
llity. He also quotes the theory of 
Dumont that ft is due to the harmful 
influence of social] capillarity, by which 
is meant the general desire to rise into 
a higher class without any serious pro- 
dyctive work or original intellectual con- 
tributions, 

No doubt the primary cause of this race 
suicide is to be found in certain cultural 
dispositions and peculiarly contagious no- 
tions. The ftavincible, unselfish spirit 


embodied in the slogans,.“ Pour la Pat- 
rie” and “TIis ne passeront pas,” com- 
mand the admiration of the world, but 
they are a hollow mockery ‘in the face 
of a declining population due to a low 
birth rate and a high death rate.

That was at least. two 
months ago. She rarely stammers new, 
having conquered the habit immediatly 
on being offered the reward. She &- 
ceived the reward after one week of goed 
speech. Do you think she will ever stan- 
mer again?’ 

REPLY. 

Continue the training until her menta) 
equilibrium is well established. Should ehe 
undergo a profound mental shock, such as 
fright, she might begin stammering again. 
Guard her against that.

Feeding her is a matter of discipline, com- 
bined with tact, but she must eat. Finicky 
appetite is one of the earlier signs of nerv- 
Ousness, peculiar personality and erratic men- 
tality. It calls for training. Have her out 
of doors as much as possible. —

Irregularities Discovered. 


“ When-he discovered apparent irreg- 
ularities he naturally called them to the 
attention of the attorney general, to 
whom, as the chief iaw officer of the 
State, he went for advice, as a matter 
of self-protection. 
“The intent of the law, which was 
drawn with the utmost care with a 
view to making it impervious to at- 
tacks and evasions, is to require the 
state treasurer promptly ‘to place all 
moneys in his custody in banks selected 
on the basis of competitive bids. 
“In order to put himself in a posi- 
tion to do this, it was necessary for 
State Treasurer Miller to quickly cash 
the certificates of deposit, amounting 
to about $10,000,000, given by the so- 
called Grant Park bank, when these 
were turned over to him at his de-. 
mand. 
“If Mr. Miller had not done so, or 
had knowingly permitted any one to 
make any profit out of interest earn- 
ings, he would have failed in his duty 
io the public and would have made 
irrself liable to indictment.

TO FIGHT STATE 
LICENSING RULE 


Owners of public garages in Chicago 
are expected soon to attack the recent 
ruling of the Illinois commerce com- 
mission holding “that “such ‘establish- 
ments are under their control and sub 
ject to an annual license fee of $25. 

On. the basis that there are in the 
state about 20,000 garages which store 
cars for their owners it is estimated 
the license fees alone would amount 
to $500,000 a year. In addition there 
would be the-cost of bonds, which may 
be fixed by the commission from $5,000 
to $100,008. 

But the principal objection to the 
ruling is that its effect wwuld be to 
place tremendous political power in the 
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and political support demanded from 
garage owners.. There is no limit es- 
tablished for the commission’s power 
of “ regulation.” 


Challenge Validity of Law. 


The ruling of the commission was 
based on ite interpretation of an act 
of the last lJégislature “to regulate 
business of storing personal property 
for hire,”’ which is directed at ware- 
houses, except cold storage ware- 
houses. Attorneys who have. been 
looking into the subject say the law 
was not intended to cover garages, 
and they say the entire law may be 
proved defective by a court test. 

On the question whether garages 
were included within the scope of the 
-act, they have obtained a copy of a rul- 
ing given by Attorney General Brun- 
dage’'s oftice in reply to a direct inquiry 
on this point from W. P. Welker of 
Vandalia, state’s attorney of Fayette 
county.

The one detail which urges a woman toward revamping her 
old fur coat is the sleeve. Here all the modern theories about this 
item rage as furiously as they do in the fabric world. Sleeves of 
the new coats are variously mandarin, Jenny, or the kind that 
widen gradually from a rather compressed top. ‘In all cases they 
are draughty. The one exception is the bishop sleeve seen on some 
smart models. This is often carried out with a bell cuff. 


As to collars, these are often choker in effect. Thus, the cape 
neckpieces nearly all finish in this manner. Another favored collar 
is the shaw! one, seen to particular advantage on some of the 
smart little box coats.

In creaming or ecruing window cur- 
tains, it is better to boil them first in 
a caustic solution to make them a pure 
white, then proceed to their coloring.

L. GEORGE has scattered more roses over the 
. path that leads—in Shakespeare—to the ever- 
° lasting bonfire. He has snapped his fingers in 
the face of the tradition of the wages of sin 
being death. He has written a book which, according to 
all the standards of morality, conventional, literary, eco- 

nomic, is wholly tmmoral. 


Ursula Trent is the name of his new heroine, who, the- 

eretically, writes the story of 
her life in London after she left 
her ancestral estates because 
she was bored by the caging of 
her parents and a silly village 
squabble about a soldier. monu- 
ment. 

“Little Bear” some of her 
fast—in both senses of the word 
—friends cal] her. She is well 
named. She has the delicate re- 
actions to life of the fat cinna- 
mon bruin } Lincoln park who 
squats widely on the floor of his 
cage and scratches himself lux- 
uriously, or waves a maudlin 
paw at passersby. 

She lives—at first—the sparse 
life of a working girl in Lon- 

don, typing for a hovelist. until 
boredom shooes her into an irregular relation with her em- 
ployer’s néphew. She is fascinated by a lady of the 
crowded profession, and collects data from her; she leaves 
her typing, becomes a manicurist, and lets men kiss her 
in the temporary privacy of the curtains of her booth. 
She meets thus a young and beautiful—her words—dress 
designer, male. She goes to live with him. She shks to 
the dregs of his irregular and unsavory life, smokes opium 
without being more than physically ill, finds him unfaith- 
ful to her, tries to leave him, but cannot because she is 
not strong enough to get along without him. She is going 
to have a child, but in a brawl with him she falls over an 
open trunk and is ill for months afterwards. She hates 
him, but she still lives with him. Finally, when she feels 
that she has safely landed the man whom she thinks she 
leves, shé tells him that she is going to leave her “ hus- 
band” and she doesn’t know what she can do. The hero 
says, “ Be mine.” She is, and she is happy. 


It is all wrong, fundamentally wrong. Ursula was a 
girl of—theoretically—fine sensibilities, well born, well 
bred, with the traditions of an English country family be- 
hind her. Her acceptance of ugliness and indecency is too 
facile. If she were such an “intelligent” person as she 
calls herself she could not have been so insensible, nor, 
having lived as she had, could she have emerged so unre- 
morsefully into a happy marriage. 

She is the first heroiné I have met who paid nothing for 
her mess of pottage. She has no literary forbears. 

Economically, she is unforgivably immoral, Neither 
physical nor spiritual want drove her. She wasn't even 
in leve with ,her lovers. . | 

Mr. George always writes well. He holds the technique 
of the novel like a highly sensitized magnet in his: fingers, 
to draw and retain a reader’s interest. He has written 
some good satirical] criticisms of modern life.

Good English of ‘The Claw’ 
Baffles Some in Its Cast 


By James Whittaker. 
EW YORK, Oct. 22.—[Special. }+—Lionel Barrymore is too good an aciur to 
be altogether happy in “The Claw” in the Broadhurst theater. His 
managers have done their best to give him good running mates. Irene 
Fenwick, for example, plays at his pace and seems to enjoy the sport. 
She is neck and neck with him at the final curtain, and beautifully unbreathed. 
But the others fall panting to the rear early in the performance, and lag, a 
wallowing pack, in the wake of the action thereafter. 
“The Claw,” which Henri Bernstein wrote in 
good French in the first place, is translated into 
very good English. The actors of “ The Claw,” with 
the exception of Barrymore and Miss Fenwick, 
are nonplused by the quaint, archaic correctness of 
this prose. “The Claw” is translated into a lan- 
guage which still survives in some printed books but 
has completely disappeared from the literature of 

the American stage. | 

Mr. Barrymore’s support would be quite at home 
in, words written by Mr. Winchell Smith, which are 
not English. They are younger than Mr. Barrymore, 
and have had all their stage experience in‘the kind 
of play that has been written since the vocabulary 
of the stage dropped to 1,000 words, mostly mis- 
pronounced. To prepare them to play opposite Mr. 
Barrymore, it would have been necessary to teach 
them the meanings and enunciations of words. That would have been a long, 
perhaps impossible process. The producer shrugged his shoulders and tossed 
them their parts. Most of the time they deliver them with a sort of desperate, 
defiant courage, as a man would ask for bread in Russian if it were absolutely 
necessary. It leaves the whole burden of making simple sense out of Bernstein's 
simple sense on Barrymore's shoulders. He braces them and carries the play. 


Clever and Without Malice. 


I imagine that “The Claw” was written before Bernstein became the 
Dreyfus of modern French drama. Circumstances made Bernstein a bitter 
writer. Society—something you might call the Paris oT EE | 
“400”—snubbed Bernstein, he was weak, and he 
began.to write plays that always have a little nasty 
taste of gossip. 

“The Thief,” with its triumphant air of reveal- 
ing things you may not know about the upper 
classes, is snobbish. When Mr. Bernstein tells you 
in ft that his aristocratic heroine peddles herself for 
clothes, you sense subtle propaganda. He wants you 
to suspect every yard of silk and every carat of 
diamond you may see in the boxes from your opera 
seat in the gallery. You feel that, if Mr. Bernstein 
has his quarrel with the hundred best families of wait 
Paris, that is no matter of concern to you, who pay | Gv Meee 
to see a play. . 

In short, the malice of “The Thief” was un- 
forgivable in spite of its cleverness. . Wea 

“The Claw” is clever and has no malice. It is LIONEL BARRYMORE. 
destructive but fair. There is ho ulterior motive to be suspected in the case 
which Bernstein builds up against a senile politician heaping public treason at 
the feet of a beautiful prostitute as richer men heap jewels. There is no motive 
ulterior to the final catastrophe of the play itself. All the demoniac energy 
of the writer is concentrated in a drive toward that catastrophe. And when 
Cortilon, the premier of France, a moral pulp from the many fateful bludgeon- 
ings Bernstein administers to him, stoops to pick up his hat and falls dead at 
the end of the play you feel finish in every fiber.

The 
experience, no doubt, .s gratifying, but consider the handicaps. 

The common or garden variety of play comes to us on its merits and 
stands on its own feet. If we like it, we like it, and we tell our friends, pleased 
with our acumen in having discovered something. The word gets about that 
there is a “ good show” in town, and prosperity follows. It is as simple as 
supply and demand. 

But with the prize play there are complications. 
up. Tagged as worthy, improving, beneficent in its influence, the opus is eyed 
askance.

We know the bread is 
good for us, but we don’t want to be told, We 
want to use our own judgment, and we don’t want 
any help.

Bad Plays and the Theater “Slump” ; Mr. Tyler Speaks His Mind. 


Four new entertainments arrived last week, and three of them were dis- 
appointments. Of ‘‘ Honors Are Even” and “ The Whirl of New York” enough 
has been said. Of “Two Blocks Away” nothing need be said. It is, perhaps, 
Aaron Hoffman's worst play, but it is packed with funny dines, and it has 
Barney Bernard to speak them. A bulletin from the Olympic gets at the heart 
of the matter. “A record,” it says, “ was made of real laughs that swept the 
audience on the opening night, and a statement was sworn to before a notary 
public.

“ Anything went during the war. The people’s pockets were full of money. 
The fellow who formerly earned $15 a week began earning $15 a day. His 
wife wore sealskin and he took her to a box at the highest priced shows. Now 
the salaries and wages are reduced. The play output is rotten, and the people 
haven’t got the money. 

“But good plays cannot be downed. Of course, this does not mean that 
the public will force the art of the theater any higher. For the big public 
really does not care for art, but more generally seeks to find something on the 
stage that appeals to its particular taste. However, since it is a well estab- 
lished fact that only the really good play can succeed and endure, the man who 
is a producer for the love of it instead of the love for the dollar is having his 
inning now.” \

If the railroad strike materializes, it will reduce theatrical activity through- 
out the country to the lowest ebb In years. Already the lean season has seen 
scores of traveling companies taken from the road, and, except for the movies, 
the towns hitherto known as one night stands are all but deserted so far as the 
players are concerned. In a few instances arrangements have been made to 
transport shows from town to town by motor truck, but for the most part the 
traveling entertainments simply will quit when the railroads do. 

As for the so-called first class attractions, which have no dealings with the 
one night stands, they will be well or badly off according as they are situated. 
The few hardy successes, of which Chicago now has more than any other city, 
are settled down for long runs and will not be affected. But the many players 
in the many plays which are languishing, and whose ee 
future is uncertain, face a prospect of chaos.

While on the subject of heaters it 
might be weil to give some advice 
about garage heaters, for no doubt 
the car and garage will be taken care 
of at the same time. Whether the 
car lies idle, is used part or all the 
time, a garage heater is essential. For. 
those who do not wish to spend much 
money the market now affords kero- 
sene heaters properly designed so there 
will be no trouble from fires or ex- 
plosions. Then there is the coal heat- 
er which feeds automatically so the 
owner does not have to attend to it as 
he does the furnace in his home. Gas 
heaters also may be had in a variety 
of forms. Before a heater is pur- 
chased the owner should find out about 
the loca! restrictions on the use of cer- 
tain types, especially the kerosene 
burners. He also should arrange to 
place the heater away from inflamma- / 
ble liquids or places in the garage from 
which vapors may arise.. 

There are some types of heaters on 
the market which perform a double 
function—that of keeping the water in 
the. radiator warm by heating and 
circulating it and aleo heating the 
. garage. I do not believe the results 
to be had from these types can com- 
pare with a well designed coal or 
kerosene burner with but the single 
function—heating the garage to a suf- 
ficient -temperature to keep the wa- 
ter from freezing. ‘There are other 
means of keeping the water from 
freezing and an anti-freeze solution is 
the best, or if you wish you can 
drain the water, or use one of the 
handy little electric devices which may 
be connected with an ordinary elec- 
tric lamp socket. Bear-in mind that 
a heater Ag essentia) for many rea- 
sons aside from keeping the water 
from freezing.

Supremacy 


ECENT provision by the legisila- 
tures of North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, Missouri, and other souta- 
ern states for bond issues to 
provide funds for extensive highway 


the south far to the front in the mat- 
ter of good roads. North Carolina has 
provided a bond issue of $50,000,000; 
Virginia, $40,000,000; Missouri, $60,- 
000,000. 

-Texas is already doing a large 
amount of construction work, having 
completed 180 new projects involving 
1,106.1 miles at a total cost of $7,366,- 
314, and is now building.192 projects 
at a total cost of $26,955,348. Ninety- 
two other projects to cost about $4,000.- 
000 more have been approved. 

‘ At an expenditure of $3,000,000, the 
state of Georgia has completed sixty- 
two new road projects in thirty-six 
counties. In addition 161 projects in 
eleven counties, involving an expendi- 
ture of $14,000,000, are under way. 
Plans are being prepared for seventy- 
eight additional projects in fifty-three 
counties at a cost of $2,000,000. . Ful- 
ton county alone will,spend $1,000,000. 


Im South Carolina a roads as- 
sociation was organized recently with 
the object of securing at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature a $50,000,000 
bond issue for a state highway system. 
Florida, Georgia, New Mexico, Tennes- 
see, and Louisiana are doing consider- 
able road work, and there is much 
discussion of the need for better high- 
ways in Mississippi, Kentucky, New 
Mexico, West Virginia, and Alabama. 

Pickens county, Alabama, plans to 
spend $200,000. In Virginia the state 
highway commission in June let con- 
tracts amounting to $1,209,000, and the 
Asizona state highway commission has 
approved forty-one projects at a total 
‘cost of $6,000,772.

Cuts Year’s Loss 


Chicago Leads Both in 
Autos Stolen and 
Recovered 


HIRTY THOUSAND and forty 
six automobiles were stolen i. 


1920 in twenty-eight index citie 

of the country, and 
them were recovered, according to the 
annual compilation of the Nationa 
Automobile Dealers’ association. Th 
number stolen was 3,012 less than th: 
number stolen in 1919, but was 2,00 
more than the number stolen in 1915 
In 1918 cars unmrecovered were 21 per 
cent of the number stolen; fn 1919 they 
were 26 per cent, and in 1920, 29 per 
cent. 


Chicago took the lead from New |. 


York with the number stolen, although 

a higher percentage of cars remained 

unrecovered in New York. New York 

had 5,179 stolen; Chicago, 5,527. New 

York recovered only 2,717 of her 

stolen cars, while Chicago recoverec 

4,340. Dayton, O., had the unusual! 

record of having recovered rmore cars 

than she had stolen. 
> 
The Pacific coast cities kept up thelr 
yearly good work of recovery. There 
were 4,877 cars stolen in Los Angeles, 

San Francisco, Oakland. Portland, and 

Seattle: 4,175 recovered. The unre- 

covered cara were 16.4 per cent of the 
total stolen, or approximately 50 per 
cent of the average for the country. 
The number of thefts decreased about 
10 per cent, while the genera! increase 
in the number of automobiles through- 
out the country was about 20 per cent 
during the same period. The decrease 
_ {nm the number of thefts is materially 
greater than would be indicated by the 
percentages. A considerable part of 
this decrease is attributed to the de- 
terring effect of the national motor 
-wehicle theft law (the Dyer law), which 
was put through congress at the in- 
stance of the N. A. D. A., and by more 
@tringent laws in the states for the 
punishment of motor car thieves. 

Part of the better showing is due 
also to vigorous activity of the peace 
authorities, such as in Buffalo, where 
Chief of Police Higgins, known as the 
“youngest police chief in the United 
States,” is making a determined drive 
against the automobile thieves, and in 
St. Louis, where the office of the cir- 
outt attorney, codSperating with the po- 
lice department, has virtually put the 
automobile thieves in the state peni- 
tentiary; most of them convicted re- 
esived long terms, and it is expected 
that thefts in St. Louis will show a 
steady decrease from now on.

The subject of theft is being watched 
vigorously by the N. A. D. A. because 
theft insurance rates have become so 
high as to prove a big factor in the 
resistance to sales of automobiles. It

You See Flying 
Boat Over Land

Fund Protects Torrens Users. 


This fund is built up by the users of 
the system under a provision of the 
land registration act which empowers 
the registrar to collect one-tenth of 1 
per cent of the value of all property 
registered, and which fund is invested 
by the county treasurer in bonds. In 
passing I might say that although the 
system has been in operation almost a 
quarter of a century and property to
